All buildings will be in readiness for the reception of horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine and poultry on July 12th. All animals must be on 
t.he grounds not later than 10 o’clock a.m. on Tuesday, July 17th. 

Other Exhibits 

Exhibitors in various departments not mentioned above, are re¬ 
quested to bring in their exhibits on 'Monday, July 16th, before 12 
o’clock noon (unless otherwise mentioned in rules governing individ¬ 
ual departments.) 

Exhibitors, on arriving with the articles, will apply at the general 
office, when they will be informed where the articles are to be placed. 

All boxes, wrappings, and other packing material must be cleared 
away and everything in proper order before 10 a.m., on Tuesday, July 
17th. 

STABLING, FORAGE AND ICE 

The Association shall supply, free of charge, stable room and 
water for all animals properly entered. 

Arrangements have been made by the Association for the sale of 
feed and baled hay on the Exhibition grounds. Exhibitors are re¬ 
quested to report any overcharge to the Manager. 

Straw can be purchased from the Grounds Superintendent for 50 
cents per bale. Ice can be purchased from The Ice Company which 
is located south-west of the Manufacturers’ Building.

A catalogue of all live stock entries announcing time of judging 
will be ready for distribution on Monday, July 16th.

There will be a post office in the Administration Office, where mail 
will be received and despatched daily. All mail addressed in care of 
the Exhibition will be found at this office. 

Bank 

The Imperial Bank of Canada will have an office in the Adminis¬ 
tration Building, to care for all legitimate needs of properly identified 
visitors and exhibitors. 

Telegraph Office 

The G.N.W. Telegraph Co., will have a branch office under the 
Grand Stand for the transaction of telegraphic business over their 
lines and connections. 

Telephone Station 

There will be public telephone stations, one in the grandstand 
enclosure, one in the Manufacturers’ Building and one in the Admin¬ 
istration Office. 

Baby Checkroom and Playground 

A Baby Checkroom and Playground has been arranged, where 
mothers may leave their small children in care of competent trained 
nurses, who will administer food in accordance with the parent’s in¬ 
structions to very small children—and who will assist in entertaining 
the three-year-olds. Sand piles, swings, toys in abundance, and a well- 
protected playground under the trees will make the children more com¬ 
fortable than if you keep them with you after they are tired with sight¬ 
seeing. Inside the building are two rooms—one provided with bunks 
for very small or sleeping babies, and a separate room for the high- 
chair babies who want to be amused. A charge of 10c. per hour is made 
for this service; reduced rates to families with several small children 
who will play together. 

Check Room 

A Check Room in charge of reliable persons will be located under 
the Grand Stand. Packages may be checked at a nominal fee, and any 
overcharge should be reported to the Manager. 

Fire Station 

A fire station is located on the east side of the race track. Up-to- 
date apparatus will be installed by the City Fire Department while 
the Fair is in progress and the Department will be ready to respond 
to calls from any part of the Exhibition Grounds. 

Police! Protection 

A well-organized Police Department is maintained during the Fair 
under the supervision of the Edmonton City Police Department. Lost 
articles, etc., should be reported at once. 

Women’s Comfort Stations 

Four women’s comfort rooms are located, one in the Women’s 
Building, one beside the Roller Coaster, one under the Grand Stand, 
and one on the west end of the Arena, all in charge of competent maids. 

Men’s Comfort Stations

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 

READ CAREFULLY THE FOLLOWING RULES, AS WELL AS THE 
CONDITIONS ON THE ENTRY FORMS 

Entries close June 22nd. Double fees after that date, if accepted. 

Interpretation 

1. These Rules and Regulations shall apply to and govern the “Edmonton Exhibi¬ 
tion” to be held at Edmonton from and including the sixteenth day of July, 1923, to 
and including the twenty-first day of July, 1923, (herein called the “Exhibition”) and 
during such Exhibition, if the context so requires, before and after such Exhibition, 
shall be considered as always speaking. 

2. In these Rules and Regulations, unless there be something in the subject or 

context inconsistent therewith “Association” means the “Edmonton Exhibition Association 
Limited”; “Directors” means the Board of Directors for the time being of such Asso¬ 
ciation; “Executive Committee” means the Executive Committee for the time being 

of such Directors; “Manager” means the manager for the time being of the Association; 
“Judge” means the person or persons appointed to decide an event; “Horse” means 
a stallion, mare or gelding over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Pony” means 
a stallion, mare or gelding not over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Cattle” 
means a bull, cow, steer, heifer or calf; “Animal” means horses or ponies, cattle, sheep 

or swine; “Exhibitor” means any owner signing an entry form and the lessee, manager, 

agent, nominator, driver, rider or servant of such owner; “Event” means any contest 
or sale; “Sale” means an auction sale conducted under the authority of the Association. 
Words importing the singular number only include the plural number and vice versa. 
Words importing the masculine gender only include the feminine gender. Words im¬ 
porting persons include corporations.

Manufacturing Space 

For rules and information, see Department 10 in this Prize List. 

Entries 

1. All entries are open to any competitor. 

2. Entries for the Exhibition close at 5 p.m. on Friday, the 22nd day of June. 
This date has been fixed in order that all animals exhibited may be included in the 
Official Catalogue. 

3. Any person desiring to enter any animal for an event shall cause the entry 
form and agreement therein provided by the Association for such purpose, to be signed 
by the owner or his duly authorized agent, and shall cause to be paid such fees as are 
specified in the published conditions for such event; and such owner or his agent as 
aforesaid shall set out in such form all the particulars relating to the event and to the 
animal being entered as is called for therein, and shall also at the time or at any 
time thereafter produce such proof in support of the truth of such particulars as the 
Manager shall require. 

4. The Association will not accept a conditional entry, or one that has been 
mailed or is postmarked or tendered after the date and hour of closing for entries, 
as set out in Clause 2 hereof, provided that the Executive Committee may extend the 
time for entry to be made in any event. 

5. Exhibitors making entries and not exhibiting shall forfeit all fees paid for entries. 

6 . An entry properly made, accompanied by the proper fees therefor and mailed 
and postmarked not later than noon of the day following the day of closing as set 
out in Clause 2 hereof or delivered before such date and hour of closing to the Manager, 
shall be deemed to be made within the time herein limited for making entry. 

7. Unless otherwise stipulated in the published conditions, no animal, except -a 
horse or pony shown in harness or under the saddle, or for bull and get, for cow and 
progeny, or for stallion and get* for mare and progeny, or for special prizes or 
championships, shall be shown or exhibited in more than one event, and no animal 
not having been awarded a first or second prize can be shown for a championship event. 

8. All animals entered in pure : bred classes must be recorded in the name of 
the Exhibitor, in the Canadian National Live Stock Records at Ottawa. The Certificate 
of Registration must be in the possession of exhibitor or agent, so that it can be 
produced when required. 

9. Those requiring accommodation should make entries as early as possible. 

Age of Horse 

10. The age of each korse is to be reckoned from the first day of January of the

SUPPORT HOME INDUSTRY 
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Measurement 

11. Horses and Ponies shall be measured by Such persons as the Executive 

Committee appoints, in the shoes in which such horses and ponies came on the prem¬ 
ises of the Association, and such measurement shall be taken as correct, unless the 
Judge of the event in which such horses or ponies are entered shall direct re-measure¬ 
ments to be made by* some veterinarian appointed by the Executive Committee, and 
if the result of such re-measurement shows that such horses or ponies were not qualified 
for entry in the event in which the same had been entered, then such Exhibitor and 
such horses and ponies shall not be entitled to any award; provided that the above 

disqualification shall not apply to cases w’. ere only ore horse or pony of a pair 
shown or exhibited in a subdivision of a horse or pony eve*?t does not exceed half 
an inch over the height prescribed by the published conditions for such subdivided 
event, in which such pair is entered, but this proviso shall not qualify any horse or 
pony that is not within the qualifications prescribed hereby or by such published con¬ 
ditions, for any single harness horse or pony event for which said horse or pony is not 
properly qualified. 

Duties of Exhibitors 

12. No animal or exhibitor shall be decorated with medals or prize ribbons until 

after the awards have been made in the respective events in which such animal is 

shown or exhibited. 

13. Every exhibitor shall, either by himself or by some person appointed by him 

in his place, be in charge of any animal shown or exhibited by such exhibitor in any 
event, and such exhibitor or such appointed person shall be in attendance, neatly and 
properly dressed, accompanied by the animal to be shown or exhibited, at the place 

appointed by the Directors for the event in which such animal is to be exhibited 

or shown, at least thirty minutes before the time appointed by the Manager for the 
holding of such event. 

Authority of Officials 

14. The Directors shall be at liberty for cause, or in their uncontrolled discretion, 
and without giving any reason therefor, to bar any exhibitor and any animal from par¬ 
ticipating in, or continuing to participate or compete in, any event; and also cause any 
such exhibitor or any such animal to be removed from off the premises of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

15. Every animal shall be produced by the exhibitor thereof at such times and 
at such places, and for such purposes, and shown or exhibited for such time and in 
such manner as the Manager or Judge of the event in which such animal is entered 
shall direct, and any refusal of such exhibitor to obey any such directions shall be 
construed as cause for such Manager or Judge to exercise the like powers which are 
hereby vested in such Manager or Judge as. are vested in the Directors by Clause 14 
hereof. 

16. Every animal entered or offered for entry in' any eve:-.t shall be subject to 
such examinations at such times and places and by such veterinarians as the Manager 
appoints. 

17. Where the total number ?f exhibitors in any event is less than three the 
Executive .Committee shall be at liberty to amalgamate such event with any other event 
of the like character, and where there is only- one exhibitor in -any event, or where the 
Judge is of the opinion that the animals exhibited do not justify an award, such Judge 
may withold the awarding of any award for the same. 

18. The Judge of any event may, if he deems it necessary, in order to make an 
award, ride or drive any horse or pony being shbwn or exhibited in such event, and 
such Judge may, if of the opinion that any horse or pony being shown or exhibited js 
hot sufficiently under control, bar such horse or pony from further showing in such 
pr any other event. 

Fraudulent Practice 

19. If any exhibitor be guilty of any fraudulent practice or shall conspire with 
another person for the commission of, or shall connive with any other person for the 
commission of, any corrupt or fraudulent practice in relation to any event, or shall 
show or exhibit an animal not properly entered, or shall administer or cause to be 
administered a drug or stimulant internally or by hypodermic method, prior to or during 
any event, or who shall use or cause to be used appliances, electrical or mechanical, 
other than the ordinary whip or spur during any event, shall be disqualified by the 
Judge from further participating in the event in which such offence occurs, and such 
Judge may also exercise all the powers given to a Judge under Clause 15 hereof. 

20. Any exhibitor who shall at any time or at any place attempt to interfere with 
or influence any Judge or any official of any event or of the Association, or who shall 
at any time on the premises of the Association be intoxicated or use improper language 
to any such Judge or official, or to any of the public resorting to such premises, or 
refuses to accept any award made by a Judge shall, at the discretion of the Manager, 
forfeit any award already made to him, and the Manager may, with like discretion* 
exercise all the powers given to the Directors under Clause 14 hereof.

21. Every exhibitor shall be deemed to be in full charge of and responsible for 
his exhibit, and the Association shall not be liable for any loss to any such animal or 
for injury or damage thereto, from the time that such animal commences to be trans¬ 
ported to the premises of the Association until such animal is delivered thereon, and 
every animal on such premises shall be deemed to be at the risk of the exhibitor, and 
the same shall remain at the risk of the exhibitor,; except in the case of an animal being 
sold, when the same shall remain on such premises at the risk of the purchaser at such 
sale; and in either case the Association shall not be liable for the loss of any such 
animal or for injury or damage thereto, notwithstanding such loss, injury or damage 
arises through or by the negligence of the Association or any of its officers, servants 
or agents. 

Decisions Final 

22. A Judge shall have uncontrolled power to decide all questions as to the 
winner of any event over which such Judge presides, and the awarding of the award 
therefor, and the decision of such Judge on any such questions shall be final, and there 
shall be no recourse therefrom. 


Protests 

23. Without restricting any other provisions of these rules and regulations and 
subject to the proviso 1 in this clause contained, wherever it is directed that any act, 
matter, award, decision or determination shall be in the discretion of the Manager, 
Judge, Executive Committee or Association, or any person is authorized or empowered 
to do any act, matter or thing, or make any award, decision or determination, the same 
shall be in the sole, full, absolute and uncontrolled discretion of such Manager, Julge, 
Executive Committee, Association or other person, and shall be final and conclusive, 
and there shall be no recourse therefrom; provided that in cases where questions 
arise as to an animal being eligible for an event, an exhibitor may, within twenty-four 
hours after the rendering of a decision in respect thereof, deposit the sum of five dollars 
($5.00) and lodge a protest in writing, signed by such exhibitor, and setting out ail 
the grounds of such protest, with the Manager, and thereupon the Manager shall refer 
such questions, together with such protest, to the Directors, whose decision thereon shall 
be final, and there shall be no recourse therefrom. 

24. The sum deposited with the Manager on a protest under the preceding 
clause hereof, shall, in the event of such protest not being sustained by the Directors, 
become the property of the Association. 

Alteration 

25. If at any time the Directors shall deem it necessary or expedient to make 
any alteration in or addition to any of the foregoing rules and regulations, or in the 
published conditions of any event, they may do so; and all such alterations or additions 
shall be adhered to and have the same effect as if originally embodied in these Rules 
and Regulations. 

Challenge Cups 

26. Every exhibitor on being awarded a challenge cup by a Judge shall not be 
entitled to delivery of such challenge cup until he shall have entered" into bond to 
the Association in such form and with such sureties as the Executive Committee re¬ 
quires, and conditioned that such exhibitor will return to the Association in good 
condition such challenge cup for shows or exhibitions as the Association shall require 
the same in competition. 

Admission to Grounds 

27. For all information, see Department 13 in this Prize List. 

General 

28. For each exhibit a tag will be furnished the exhibitor specifying the class, 
and the number of the entry, which tag must remain attached to the exhibit during 
the Exhibition. 

29. The entry tags, except in live stock classes, will be mailed if there is sufficient 
time for same to reach exhibitor, if not, they may be obtained from the office on the 
grounds when the exhibits are brought in. Goods shown for advertising purposes must 
be shown separately and altogether apart from goods entered in competition. 

30. Exhibitors must be careful that entry tags are securely and conspicuously 
attached to their exhibits, otherwise the exhibits may not be considered in the awarding 
of prizes. 

31. The Exhibition Association reserves the right to refuse any entry.

Mention of certain names con¬ 
jures a vision of sweet peas in baskets 
and sweet peas in clusters; sweet peas 
delicate as the blush of dawn; sweet 
peas wrapped in the purple of twilight; 
sweet peas pure as the clouds which 
drift across a summer sky; sweet peas 
crimson as the fire of sunset. The 
names of these magicians are W. 
Peree, H. J. Payne, A. Edge, and F. 
Cullimore, and in their friendly rivalry 
they are producing sweet peas which 
cannot be excelled in beauty of color¬ 
ing, in perfection of form, and in fra- 


BUFFALO ONCE MORE TO 
PROVIDE FOR HUMANITY 


History repeats itself we are told, and 
this contention is confirmed by an un¬ 
usual exhibit which is found in tffie hor¬ 
ticultural display at the fair. Fifty 
years ago. the buffalo in western Can¬ 
ada supplied man with everything he 
needed. Buffalo meat vyas an everyday 
dish. Th« buffalo hides made coats and 
robes which defied the coldest blast 
winter could produce. JPemican was the 
mainstay of the pioneer venturing into 
the wilderness^ and of the Indian already 
there. But as the years passed, passed 
also the buffalo until few people enter¬ 
tained hope of ever again tasting buf¬ 
falo meat. Now the pendulum has 
swung back, 'and though we may not 
anticipate a daily fare of buffalo steak 
or pemican. it will be shortly granted 
us to try out tne toothsome meat of 
the monarch of the plains—if we so de¬ 
sire. 

The dominion government is going to 
have a buffalo hunt on a large scale this 
autumn. It has decided that the buffalo 
in the Wainwright park are becoming 
too numerous and will declare war on a 
portion of the herd. Two thousand of 
the eight thousand buffalo now in the 
park are to fall before the bows and 
arrows of the white man or whatever 
weapon is deemed suitable for his 
slaughter. The animals killed will be 
reincarnated in the form of buffalo 
robes, pemican. and dried buffalo meat, 
while two thousand buffalo heads will 
adorn (?) the walls of as many homes 
and public buildings. And the govern¬ 
ment hopes to add $100,000 to its coffers 
as a result of this slaughter of the in¬ 
nocents. 

That the public may thoroughly ap¬ 
preciate the scheme and may be ready 
to lay in an emergency stock of pemi¬ 
can and dried meat, and to buy buffalo 
hides galore, the government has sent 
an exhibit to the fair. In a remote 
corner of the horticultural building, near 
to the biscuits and pies and not far dis¬ 
tant from the butter and eggs, visitors 
to the fair will find this display. 

Two massive heads and some hand¬ 
some hides adorn the walls. Beneath is 
an array of pemican. of dried meat 
ground up in readiness for the addition 
of the hot fat which will preserve it, 
and dried meat in flakes. Six pounds 
of fresh meat go to the making of one 
pound of pemican. and a piece of pemi¬ 
can the size of an egg is sufficient food
